Arkansas’ five congres- 
sional chairmen, Mr. Mazo found, 
give the 400,000 voters of that 
state much more power on Capitol 
Hill than the 44,000,000 voters of 
New York, California, Michigan, 
Ohio and some 24 other states. 

To be a chairman a member of 
Congress is not required to have 
even the necessary qualifications. 
He needs only to have seniority 
and his party in control. When 
the GOP is in a majority, its 
members head committees. To 
day, the Democrats hold those 
positions. Happily for the na 
tion, a number of them are un- 
usually able men. 

Southern states almost literally 
control the Congress insofar as 
its powerful committees are con- 
cerned—a fact which explains why

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (UP)— 
Chairman Oren Harris (D-Ark.) 
called on the ousted chief counsel 
of his House Investigating Sub- 
committee today to tell ‘‘anything 
he knows” tomorrow about im- 
proper influence over the regula- 
tory agencies. 

Harris told newsmen that if 
the former counsel, Bernard 
Schwartz “‘has got anything to 
give us about any improprieties, 
then we want it.”” He said this 
included any evidence Schwartz 
may have about improper White 
House influence over the agen- 
cies. 


Schwartz, 34-year-old New York

promised to “bring to light the 
machinations of the White House 
clique in controlling decisions” of 
the regulatory agencies.

Among others, he mentioned

Of 564 Dailies 
Top 5 Cents 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16 (UP)— 
The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association reported to- 
day that an increasing number 
of U. S. daily newspapers have 
had to increase their street sale 
prices because of steadily rising 
wages and production costs. 

The ANPA, reporting on a sur- 
vey, said that out of 1,720 daily 
newspapers, constituting 98 per 
cent of the total number of U. S. 
daily English - language papers, 
564 now sell on newsstands for 6, 
7 or 10 cents. This was 185 more 
than in April, 1957. 

Of these 564 papers, 
charge 6 cents, 395 charge 7 
cents, and 112 charge 10 cents, 
Cranston Williams, ANPA gener- 
al manager, said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—President Eisenhower 
has under consideration a proposal to increase the au- 
thority of the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
The chairman is a coordinating officer for the delibera< 
tions of the service chiefs. The proposal would give him 
veto rights in specific cases when agreements are not 


unanimous. 

Another major proposal under- 
stood to be favored by the White 
House would give the secretary 
of defense authority by law to 
transfer appropriated funds from 
one military service to another.

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No Omnibus Bill? 


This One’s Worse 


In concluding days of past legislative 
sessions the Fulton County delegation 
often has been guilty of lumping a num- 
ber of local bills into the hopper under 
an omnibus label. 

Thus far the present delegation has 
shied away from such bills. They have 
pledged that no such measure will be pro- 
posed this time. And yet the House dele- 
gation is back at its old game of legislat- 
jing measures which are and should remain 
the responsibility of the elected govern- 
ments of city and county. 

According to reports, the three-man 
House delegation will introduce a bill of 
local application today which could have 
the effect of upsetting the city’s entire 
personnel system and which could cost the 
taxpayers not less than $200,000 and per- 
haps much more. 

Under this bill the city government 
would be ordered to pay overtime to po- 
licemen above the five-day week and to 
grant them certain holidays by law. It 
amounts to ordering a pay raise for city 
employes regardless of the city’s budget 
and uncertain financial condition. The 
firemen, for example, will make immedi- 
ate demands for the same overtime. 

We have supported recommendations 
of the police committee for higher pay for 
policemen if money can be found for it. 
We believe they are entitled to it. At the 
same time, this is a responsibility of the 
elected officials of the city government in 
whom the people have entrusted their 
affairs. 

Everyone knows our tax problem and 
the fact that ad valorem rates have just 
been raised merely to maintain the status 
quo on services. Atlanta, too, is limited 
by law to the type of taxes it can levy. 
Citizens as well as business interests are 
protesting the recent hikes. 

And yet the House delegation pro- 
poses to up an already tight budget by 
an amount which cannot now be estimat- 
ed. To think it would affect only the po- 
lice department is a pipe dream. 

If the Fulton representatives go ahead 
with this bill, they must assume full re- 
sponsibility for its cost. At the same time, 
they must assume the consequences for 
pre-empting the responsibility of the city 
government. 

Forcing measures upon the city and 
county governments—duly elected by the 
people—by legislative act is wrong in 
principle. If this measure can be passed, 
why would it not be possible to double 
or triple the salaries of all city and county 
employes at the will of the legislative 
delegation? Where is the promise of home 
rule? Where is the legislative help the 
city must have if it is to remain solvent? 

These are the serious questions which 
address themselves to every citizen of At- 
lanta and Fulton County who pays the 
bills. It goes far beyond a raise in pay for 
policemen. If our legislative delegation in- 
sists on adding hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to our local tax bills through 
whim or otherwise, then heaven help lo- 
cal government and the taxpayers!

Constructive Bills Are 


Ready for House Action 


The House State of Republic Commit- 
tee did a good day’s work in approving 
legislation to ban quickie marriages and 
to strengthen provisions for treatment of 
the mentally ill. 

The three-day waiting period required 
for marriage license applicants would re- 
move Georgia from the waning ranks of 
Gretna Greens. Border county marriage 
mills have hurt the state’s reputation and 
caused untold grief to many a young 
couple. 

The bills pertaining to mental health 
and treatment of mentally ill persons 
show every indication of leading to great- 
er progress in effecting cures. 

These latter measures, along with the 
quickie marriage ban, are constructive 
pieces of legislation that deserve whole- 
hearted support on the House floor. 


Butler Island Is Unique 
In Georgia’s History 


Phil Cannon, a University of Georgia 
graduate trained in wildlife manage- 
ment, is making a great preserve of But- 
ler Island, off the coast near Darien. It is 
one of the historic “Golden Isles,” but no 
other island has a history ‘which comes 
close to that of Butler in diversity and in- 
terest. 

What other island, for example, 
could say it had known Fanny Kemble, 
one of the greatest actresses of Europe, 
and Babe Ruth, the greatest home-run 
hitter baseball ever knew? 

What other island could say it had 
been a rice plantation, sea island cotton 
plantation, a great dairy farm and one 
where iceberg lettuce was for the first 
time grown in quantity in Georgia? 
yp erce Butler, a esngeoet Philadelphian 


of English ancestry, first brought But- 
ler Island into production as a part of 
his vast holdings in the pre-War Between 
the States years. He married Fanny Kem- 
ble, perhaps the greatest actress in Eng- 
land’s history. 

After the great war the island was in- 
vaded by marshes. Col. Tillinghast 
L’Hommedeau Huston, New York engi- 
neer and half owner of the New York 
Yankees, purchased the island. He and 
other baseball notables also owned nearby 
Dover Hall, a hunting preserve. Its build- 
ings had housed a British company dating 
back to the indigo days and, later, to 
lumbering. 

To Butler Island and Dover Hall came 
most of baseball’s great—Ty Cobb, Babe 
Ruth, Miller Huggins, and many of the 
great sports writers of the time. W. O. 
McGeehan, perhaps the ablest and most 
entertaining sports columnist of all time, 
spent the last months of his life at Dover 
Hall and Butler Island. He was buried in 
the old churchyard near the oaks where 
John Wesley had preached. 

Col. Huston developed the island as a 
dairy and later as a lettuce farm, selling 
iceberg heads by the carload. After his 
death the island remained in the hands of 
the family for a time, but later came into 
the possession of the state. 

A bit of the War of 1812, Fanny 
Kemble, sea island cotton, rice, Babe 
Ruth—what other island can boast that 
sort of history?

Commissioner Zack Cravey is loaded 
with bounce when it comes to about- 
facing and grabbing for even more pow- 
er with one hand while plunging the in- 
surance industry and policy holders into 
a deep dilemma with the other. 


With a legislative investigation loom- 
ing, Mr. Cravey quickly agreed to a pub- 
lic hearing after his secret authorization 
of rate increases stirred the public’s 
wrath. Going a step further, he suspend- 
ed the hikes pending the hearing. 


This about-face touched off a series 
of imjunction suits filed by insurance 
firms disputing the commissioner’s au- 
thority to suspend the increases. 


So at the present the commissioner is 
confronted by disgruntled insurance peo- 


ple, bewildered and angry policy holders, 


legislative investigations, public hearings, 
injunction suits and general discontent at 
the way in which he has fumbled matters. 


Undaunted, he apparently is maneu- 
vering for even more power. The Senate 
committee amendment which in effect 
would allow the commissioner to hand- 
pick six members of a 12-man group, 
which he would reign over as chairman, 
to revise the insurance laws virtually 
would amount to a blank check for Mr. 
Cravey to do the job himself. 


Sen. Glenn W. Ellard said the amend- 
ment was added at the urging of a rep- 
resentative from Mr. Cravey’s office. 


Under the Cravey plan, it seems that 
he would conduct the public hearing, he 
would have an advisory board confer with 
him on setting rates, he would rule the 
laws revision committee. 

In other words, Cravey would look 
into what Cravey is doing and do what 
Cravey pleases. 

The only course for the Legislature to 
pursue in clearing up the mess Mr. Cravey 
has created is to divorce him from control 
of the jobs that must be done and assign 
them to capable, unbiased persons who 
are unswayed by the political winds.

The screaming billboards along our 
highways exhort the traveler to see this 
and see that. Ironically enough, though, 
while the signs say see, they obscure what 
is good and beautiful to see in the serene 
countryside. 

The “open road” Walt Whitman wrote 
about long ago vanished behind a clut- 
tered sea of unsightly outdoor advertis- 
ing signs. 

More and more Americans take to the

Will the 41,000-mile interstate system 
of highways fall heir to the same eye- 
sores? Not if Sen. Kuchel of California 
has his way. He has put before the Sen- 
ate a bill that would, if adopted by the 
states, effectively protect the traveling 
millions’ right to see where they are going. 

The Kuchel bill offers the states an 
attractive incentive to side with the 
American public in this issue. Under his 
bill states that agree to limit billboards 
would be entitled to a bonus of 1 per 
cent to be added to federal road-building 
funds, making the state’s share 91 per 
cent. This would be a plum for the tax- 
payers of Georgia.

| Red Cross Blood Center Marks 


Its Tenth Anniversary in Atlanta 


Atlanta’s regional Red Cross blood center célebrates the 
10th anniversary of its peacetime blood program Monday. 

The Atlanta center, the second of such offices opened by 
the American Red Cross to provide free blood for civilian, 
military and veterans hospitals, was opened at 81 Walton St. 

As the blood program expanded it was necessary to estab- 


lish new headquarters. In May, 1951, the new center was opened 
at 848 Peachtree St. 


The new building was designed especially for a blood center 
and is one of the nation’s most modern, meeting all the require- 
ments of the National Institutes of Health. 

Soon after the blood center was opened in Atlanta in 1948, 
mobile units began visiting other chapters who wished to 
cooperate in collecting blood. 

Blood donations reached its peak in July, 1954, when a 
total of 66,669 pints of blood had been collected that year. 
Atlanta became the first center to reach its quota that year. 

After peace came to Korea, the Atlanta center has averaged 
about 46,000 pints of blood each year. The yearly average for 
the 10-year period is more than 43,500 pints.

The current television season is anything but a 


laughing matter. 


We not only have disposed of most of the 


comedians, but apparently have 
discouraged any of the writers 
of plays from turning out scripts 
with anything

In looking over the playbill 
for Monday night, I fail to spot 
a single comedy plot out of the 
dozen or more shows devoted to 
dramatic entertainment.

For the scientists who observed 
Farrell from the time he stepped 
into the cabin at 10:35 a.m., 
E.S.T, Feb, 9, until he climbed 
out exactly one week later, the 
experiment showed that a man’s 
mind apparently can stand the 
terrors of travel in outer space. 

Scientists at the Randolph Air 
Force Base Aviation medical lab- 
oratory tried to reproduce space 
travel conditions as nearly as 
they could during the test. 

But Farrell said at no time did 
he ever have the feeling that he 
might actually have been soaring 
through space. There always was 
a panic button on the instrument 
panel in front of him. All he had 
to do to get out was push the 
button. 

There will be no panic button 
for the first man who actually 
steps into space. 

Farrell’s first words upon leav- 
ing his capsule were in response 
to a doctor’s question. He was 
asked if he felt wobbly. 

“Slightly sir,” he replied. 

Farrell, clad in rumpled blue 
Air Force hospital pajamas, re- 
ceived a real VIP reception. He 
was greeted by Senate majority 
leader Lyndon B. Johnson, a 
harsh critic of the administra- 
tion’s space and missile pro- 
grams, a general and the Air 
Force’s foreomst space scientists. 


TAKES SHOWER 

Doctors gave him a quick pre- 
liminary examination and then 
let him go off to a hot shower, 
news conference and hearty Sun- 
day meal before putting him in 
a hospital for 72 hours more of 
isolation and intense examina- 
tions.

Who’s an embezzler? 


Ordinarily, you wouldn’t think it would be a firm’s president, vice president, 


controller or treasurer. 

But it was—in almost 10 per 
cent of 100 embezzlement cases 
selected “‘at random” for study 
by a leading nationwide account- 
ing firm. 


Exposed as sneak-thieves, ac- 
cording to the study, were two 
presidents, two vice presidents. 
two controllers, three treasurers 
and two assistant treasurers. 


STORY’S MORAL 


The moral of the study, accord- 
ing to the top Atlanta account- 
ant who revealed its results here: 


No one in an _ organization 
should be “excluded from scrut- 
iny” during an audit—even if 
they apparently have no oppor- 
tunity to misappropriate com- 
pany assets. 


To clinch his point, the At- 
lantan cited two of the 100 cases 
wherein a mechanic and a fur- 
nace room employe devised 
their own opportunities to tap the 
corporate till. 


The mechanic, employed by a 
large department store, imagi- 
natively installed his own private 
terminals to the firm’s penu- 
matic cash - and « sales - slip 
tube system. 


SEVERAL THOUSAND 


From an inconspicuous place in 
the woodwork, he netted “‘sev- | 
eral thousand dollars’ by inter- 
cepting tubes from sales person- 
nel, making and returning the 
correct change. 


Since the department store had 
ceased checking the numerical 
sequence of the sales slips, the 
enterprising mechanic might still 
have been in business had he not 
made an error in making change. 
The sales person returned the slip 
to the cashier for correction. 


Equally resourceful was the 
furnace room employe who prof- 
itably — for a time—saved re- 
deemed-but-uncancelled merchan- | 
dise coupons from destruction in| 
an incinerator..On an “‘inspira- | 
tion,” a puzzled management | 
caught him stopping the direct-to- | 
fire flow of the coupons with his 
shovel. |

The 100-case study revealed 
here involved losses totaling $7,° 
100,000. The average per-case loss 
was $70,968, occurring over an 
average of 34'2 months. While 
over half of the cases involved 
‘“‘manipulation of cash receipts,’ 
more than five times as much 
money was lost through misap- 
propriation of disbursements, both 
cash and by check. 


29 CULPRITS 


Twenty-nine of the culprits 
were revealed through audits, 11 
through “routine internal con- 
trol,” 16 by an inquiring mar 
agement and 36 through ‘‘fortui- 


tous events” — lucky happen- 
stance. 

The Atlantan recommends four 
procedures to help firms protect 
themselves against embezzlement: 

1. Set up an adequate system 
of ‘“‘internal control.”” Fix it so 
the duties of one employe afford 
a check on the duties of another. 
Allow no single employe to have 
sole access to the cash. This sys- 
tem both protects you and “re 
duces temptation.” 

2. Require all employes to take 
regular vacations. This allows the 
work of any one employe to come 
under close scrutiny of other em- 
ployes. 

3. See that all employes come 
under ‘‘a proper”’ fidelity bond. 

4. Have your entire business 
audited periodically by an inde- 
pendent accounting firm. 
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Detroit Cuts Production 


To Check Oversupply 


By DAVID J. WILKIE 


DETROIT, Feb. 16 (®—Car production will go down 
again this month, reflecting fewer working days as well 


as the industry’s effort to 
market. 

Against last month’s 487,700 as- 
semblies the factories have 
scheduled 445,200 cars for comple- 
tion this month. The schedule, if 
realized, will compare with 570,- 
000 cars built in February, 1957. 

Retail deliveries continue at 
disappointing levels. This suggests 
a further increase in dealer in- 
ventories. The most recently an- 
nounced count of cars held by re- 
tailers showed nearly 638,000 un- 
sold cars on hand. 


CUT BACK 


The industry can cut back even 
more sharply at the assembly 
line level. Unless retail sales 


pick up there undoubtedly will be 


more production cuts. Industry 
executives generally appear con- 
vinced new car inventories are 
approaching the unmanageable 
stage. 

The highest inventory level ever 


reached by the industry came in 
March, 1956, when approximately 
904,000 new cars were counted in 
stock. The lowest total of the ‘ast 
decade was 157,607 as of Nov. 1, 
1954. Last. year’s high was ap- 
proximately 725,000 units counted 
on June 1. 

The wide variation in the fig- 
ures emphasizes the keenness of 
auto industry competition. Prob- 
ably it also emphasizes the fact 
it is close to impossible to gear 
output precisely to demand in 
the automobile market. 
| The industry has been experi- 
/encing peaks and valleys in pro- 
duction ever since it entered the 
‘volume production age. The rec- 
_ords show that almost always the 
peaks were leveled by bargain

U.S. Population Is at 172 Million 
After 3,000,000 Increase in 1957 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (®—For the second year in a row, 
the population of the United States increased by about three 
million in 1957. 

Reporting this today, the Census Bureau estimated the 
population as of Jan. 1 was 172,790,000 compared with 169,800,000 
a year earlier. 

In each year since 1947 the population has increased by 
more than 2% million. 

In the eight years since the beginning of this decade the 
population increase exceeded 22 million, a gain 3% million 
greater than that which occurred in the entire 1940 decade. 

The three million increase last year was the result of 
4,302,000 births, the largest number on record, and 328,000 
net civilian immigration. There were 1,638,000 deaths, a 
record for any year in the nation’s history.
